FINANCE MINISTER Wuite of Canada, in his recent 
annual budget speech before the House of Commons, 
Iron and Stee!2™"0unced an increase of import duties 
Import Duties" iron and steel schedules. The changes 

Raised take place at once and effect all three 
in Canada: tariff classifications, namely, the ‘ ‘prefer- 
ential,” which is charged on imports from Great 
Britain and her colonies; the “intermediate,” which 
is applied in the case of treaty countries such as 
France, Belgium and Austria; and the “general,” un- 
der which import duties are levied against the United 
States and Canada. The highest rate of import tax is 
charged on this last classification. 

Under the new Canadian schedule wire rods which 
heretofore have been imported free are subject to a tax 
of $3.50 per ton in the schedule which effects the 
United States. The duty on wire, which is included 
in this schedule, will be refunded in case the wire is 
used for fencing purposes. The past Canadian im- 
port tax on structural steel from the United States has 
been $3.00 per ton for that class of steel which weighs 
over 35 pounds per yard. According to the present 
schedule, the duty will be increased to $7.00 whenever 
the Canadian government is satisfied that steel of this 
character can be properly manufactured there. 

Iron or steel tubing up to 4 inches diameter will 
continue to be imported at the present rate, which for 
the United States is 35%. Charcoal for smelting pur- 
poses has been made free while bituminous coal on 
which heretofore a duty of 53 cents a ton had been 
levied is made the subject of a rebate of duty when 
imported for conversion into coke for smelting. Du- 
ties on reapers, binders and mowers have been reduced 
from 171%4.% to 12'%4% by the new Canadian schedule.

in case of fire is worthy of mention. 
many merchants and manufacturers who employ large 
forces of people and has been instrumental in stim- 
ulating the general protective improvement which has 
been so marked of late. 

Just as the progressive merchant and manufacturer, 
who gives some attention to the betterment of indus- 
trial conditions, is learning day by day the value of 
proper ventilation and the creation and maintenance 
of a high standard of sanitation, so is he beginning te 
realize the importance of adequate protection in case 
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of mre. It has taken years and appalling loss of life 
and property to awaken not only individuals, but the 
government as well, to the negligence and the utter 
disregard of some employers to the safe-guarding of 
their employes. Even now, with the many terrible 
holocausts of the past, which might have been pre- 
vented had even ordinary precautions been observed, 
serving as hideous examples of carelessness, scarcely 
a week goes by but the details of a new one appear. 

Today the equipment of every factory, retail sture 
and office building managed or owned by right-think- 
ing men, is not complete without the installation of 
modern facilities for fighting fire. Fire ordinances in 
most cities are supposed to be stringent and uncom- 
promising, but how often have events proven with 
what ease the unscrupulous can sidestep them— 
proven too late to restore sons and daughters to sor- 
rowing parents; husbands to broken-hearted wives. 
Invention has given évery employer the opportunity 
to be fair with those who give him their services. 
The salary or the wage he pays them is a legal obliga- 
tion; protecting their lives and health is enforced by 
law to a certain degree of efficiency, but it is a moral 
obligation which must be cancelled or accounted for. 

In Germany the government enforces a system of 
state insurance by which every employer becomes 
liable to his employes or their families for any losses 
sustained by them through fire, while at work in or on 
his property. The law is a good one and has raised 
this European country above all others, as regards 
minimum loss of life by fire. It seems that this gov- 
ernment, as it does not see fit to create and promulgate 
any such law as this, should, at least, be abnormally 
strict in enforcing the fire ordinances which are at 
present in existence here. 

Returning to present-day equipment for fighting 
fire, we touch on one of the most popular, the auto- 
matic sprinkling system, installed in many factories, 
stores and public institutions throughout the country. 
The system is comparatively modern and by it water 
or chemical is piped through the entire building’ in 
overhead tubes, with sprinkling devices at regular in- 
tervals. The flow from the sprinklers is automatically 
released by heat melting the soft metal checks, which 
are numerous. Many of the larger stores and fac- 
tories have a trained force of men, chosen from the 
employes, who have been taught how to control a fire, 
and in more cases than one their prompt service and 
efficient action have saved stock and property, which 
represented hundreds of times over the money ex- 
pended in their training—and, what is much more 
important, many lives. School children are drilled 
thoroughly and locked, unmarked exits anywhere are 
now practically extinct. Means for combating fire 
in the early stage is always advisable and often com- 
pulsory, and the once-typical row of fire buckets seen 
in offices and industrial establishments is anything 
but imposing, and, exposed as they usually are, the 
contents are often spilled or evaporated. 

There are plenty of really worth-while methods by 
which a man may protect his employes and it is 
gratifying to see the rapid increase in the attention 
being given to the details of controlling a blaze before 
it can gain strength enough to cause disaster and to 


observe the numerous methods originated for pre- 
venting confusion and panic, and for saving life.

Then there are the dirt, 
work places where neither the employes nor the em- 
ployers seem to care how unsightly and dangerous their 
surroundngs may be. Such conditions are only cor- 
rected by good team work by all concerned. Begin the 
fight now for clean, tidy, well-lighted and properl) 
ventilated work places. Once you have started it is 
not at all probable that you will go back to the old 
order of things. 








THERE is not a day, in Chicago alone, that thousands 
of telephone messages are not given to stupid clerks 
or operators—and never delivered to the

Quite recently a prosperous Chicago 
broker requested the writer to call him up 
on the telephone upon the transpiring of a certain ex- 
pected event, this matter being of high importance to 
the broker. 

As agreed, the broker was called on the day in ques- 
tion. 

The broker was out. His “assistant” answered the 
call. From the sleep-laden tones of this fellow’s voice 
and the general stupidity of his speech, the writer con- 
cluded not to give him the message itself, but gave him 
his telephone number and asked him to have the broker 
call him up immediately upon his return to the office. 

“Al-right,” came befoggedly over the wire, like a 
voice from the spirit world. 

This occurred weeks ago. 

The broker was very anxious to get this message. 

He has not yet called up. 

He has not, in all this time, been told. 

Would you believe that in this very same manner 
hundreds of thousands of dollars are lost each year, in 
deals, business opportunities, nay, in actual cold cash? 

It is a solemn, incontrovertible fact. 

It is regrettable, but true, that in a great many busi- 
ness institutions, hardware stores not excepted, the 
man whose ability and capacity are strictly limited to 
small things, who really will be accomplishing much 
(in his way), by doing just what he is told to do, and 
doing it well, is forever slighting these duties and 
reaching out to do things that do not come within his 
scope and are, moreover, entirely beyond him. 

Why is it that so many merchants leave the tele- 
phone in charge of people who have not the slightest 
conception of good breeding and business propriety ? 

Evidently these business men do not themselves 
appreciate the importance of the telephone. 

Surely if a customer or a prospective customer is 
offended over the telephone by a boor at the other end, 
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the insult is every bit as grievous as though it were 
done in the actual presence of both parties. 

However, the opposite theory appears to prevail in 
the minds of too many people. 

They seem to think they are struggling with a neces- 
cary evil, that they have a very disagreeable duty to 
perform, and that the quicker they are over with it the 
better. They are brutally offensive in their haste, in 
their manner of speaking, in the choice of their words.

RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES

It is well gotten 
up and does justice to its author.

It is not frequently that I touch upon the subject 
of health and health preservation; for, not being an 
M.D. by profession I am of a mind that the thousand 
ills that flesh is heir to can be made more (or less) un- 
derstandable to lay people if discussed by a “sure 
enough” saw-bones. . 

However, variety being the spice, and so on, and 
Mrs. Arnold having made a very special request for its 
publication, I have decided to print a communication 
just received from the Chicago Health Department 
on the subject of frozen germs in foods. The many 
good hints and valuable information contained in the 
paper will, I know, be “duly appreciated”’ : 

“Tt is well understood that a high temperature of 
heat, boiling or more destroys the germs of disease. 
But as to the effect of cold on bacteria, there has been 
some diversity of opinion, some contending that a 
freezing temperature was destructive of germ life, 
while others held to the opposite view. Recently, how- 
ever, experiments in the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology would seem to settle the matter by show- 
ing that while bacteria cannot survive continued ex- 
posure to a high degree of heat, a low temperature 
only preserves them in a dormant state from which 
they become unusually active on being placed in a 
warmer temperature best suited for their growth and 
multiplication. 

The report says that frozen foods such as ice cream, 
sherbet, milk and egg mixtures favor the existence 
of the harmful bacteria at low temperature, not be- 
cause they are foods but apparently because they fur- 
nish the physical conditions that are somehow pro- 
tective to the bacteria. It seems likely that water-bear- 
ing food materials as well as sugar solutions, etc., 
freeze in such a way that most of the bacteria are not 
crushed or injured, while in the more purely watery 
suspensions and above all, in water itself, in which the 
whole mass becomes solidly crystallized, they are usu- 
ally destroyed. This, it is claimed, accounts for the 
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absence of live bacteria in clear ice and their abun- 
dance in “snow ice,” or “bubbly ice.” 

Among other discoveries made it was found that the 
bacillus coli of the typhoid germs remained alive in ice 
cream, sherbets and other things of like nature for 
many months. 

From this it is easy to see that ice cream, sherbets, 
frozen puddings, etc., made from either polluted milk, 
cream or water, are just as dangerous as if they had 
not been frozen; and unless we know that all such 
food products have been made from clean, pure ma- 
terial, we should not use them at all.”

FOLDABLE GAS STOVE PATENTED AND AS- 
SIGNED. 





Raymond Stuart Way, Los Angeles, California, has 
secured United States patent No. 1,092,681 for a fold- 
able gas stove, which he has assigned to Charles W. 
Pressley, Los Angeles, California. In a foldable gas 
stove of this kind there 1s comprised a casing adapted 
to be set into a recess in a wall, a support pivoted on 





the lower portion of the casing and adapted to fold 
therein or be extended horizontally therefrom, a gas 
stove pivoted in the lower portion of the casing inde- 
pendent of the support and adapted to fold therein or 
when extended to rest on the support, and means 
whereby the gas supply will be cut off when the 
stove is folded and turned on when the stove is ex- 


tended. 
COOKING AND HEATING STOVES IN FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES. 


The widely varying customs existing throughout the 
world in heating houses and in cooking food are 
hrought out in a 62-page monograph just issued by 
the Government at Washington. It is No. 63 of Spe- 
cial Consular Reports, from the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, and bears the title “Cooking 
and Heating Stoves in Foreign Countries.”’ ~The large 
highly decorated glazed tile and brick stove of Ger- 
man countries stands out prominently in contrast with 
the small charcoal hibachis or hand-warmers in Japan. 


In South Africa the Dutch oven has given way to the 
modern kitchen range, while gas and electricity are be 
coming popular for both cooking and heating in Eu- 
ropean cities. In Syria the people cling to the “taboon” 
and the “tabakh,” both small and made from unbake:! 
clay, the former for baking, the latter for cooking 
However, American oil stoves are becoming popular 
in the cities. The people of tropical South America 
would welcome a non-radiating cooking stove inclosed 
in asbestos. The American consul in Colombia says 
that no housekeeper can keep her cooks where the) 
have to endure the heat from ordinary cook stoves. 
The Peruvian family as a rule is too large to be de- 
pendent upon a small gas or oil stove, hence they have 
the old-fashioned brick and cement stoves. The diffi- 
culty in selling American stoves in China is that in 
South China the cooks prefer an earthenware fire pot, 
while in North China they take the imported stove 
apart and duplicate it at low cost. These and many 
other interesting points are brought out in the publi- 
cation referred to, which may be had for 10 cents per 
copy from the Superintendent of Documents, Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D. C.

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DEVELOPING NEW SOURCES OF HARDWARE 
TRADE. 





By Charles L. Phillips, in the Michigan Tradesman. 

‘When I was a young man just fairly starting in 
the hardware business,” said the head of a big hard- 
ware concern now employing a sales-force of twenty- 
five men, “I doped it out that the old-time hardware 
dealer was too slow for the modern pace. So I said to 
myself: ‘The thing to do, son, is just to cut loose and 
make a noise like a real merchant.’ I looked around 
and saw what the enterprising fellows in other lines 
were doing. Now they were not content merely to keep 
up with the procession, but how they were always man- 
aging to keep a few jumps in the lead; and I said to 
myself: ‘Why can’t that be done in hardware?’ And 
I enswered my own enquiry by saying: ‘It can be 
done! And—and I am going to do it!’ 

“So I then and there made up my mind to conduct a 
iaidware business that was different. I vowed and 
declared I would, so help me, cut loose from every 
traditional method in vogue among hardware dealers 
that was not founded on sound business policy and 
good, hard, common sense. I proposed to do things 
different—partly just to be different, but mainly to be 
efficient. And I decided to begin by making my hard- 
ware store look utterly unlike any other hardware 
stcre in our town. I began at the front and worked 
back. And I didn’t hesitate to spend money. I figured 
that I was making a substantial business investment. I 
had a stock of goods—I proposed to have an at- 
tractive store. 

“T tore out the old front—though it was a very good 
one, as store fronts went—and put in a new one. It 
was all glass and metal with a granite base, hard wood 
floors in the windows, and paneled backs. I had a 
new glass sign made that was a Simon-pure attention- 
getter. When that store front was finished, it was the 
handsomest front on the street. Then I put in a nifty 
metal ceiling, large, handsome display cases, and 
inural decorations worthy of a clothing store or a high 
class specialty shop. And while my store was under- 
going these extensive repairs, I was cudgeling my 
noggin trying to work out some feasible plan for lur- 
ing people into a store that sold simple, old prosaic 
hardware. In due time I solved the problem—in a 
way at least. The hardware store can be popularized. 
And you can tell ’em I said it. 

POPULARIZING HARDWARE. 

“Opinions to the contrary notwithstanding, hard- 
ware can be popularized. I know, for I often visit a 
certain hardware establishment of my city that’s as 
popular as a department store on bargain day. 

“As a matter of fact, every day is bargain day in this 
hardware emporium. 

“They have an endless succession of leaders and 
specials—at least half a dozen a day, and some days 
a full dozen or more. These specials are featured 
in the newspaper advertisements and displayed in the 
windows. Each day’s leaders are illustrated and priced 
in the advertisements. And their name is legion; 
cheap, inexpensive, yet practical, household commodi- 
ties; handy tools, devices and contrivances, new and 


staple; things of almost every conceivable sort, fr... 
the simplest and least expensive to the more comp):. 
cated and costly ; things that are, may be, could be, |; 
should be, used in and about the house by Mister, M .- 
tress or any of the kidlets ; and then there are toys a 
what not without end especially for little people. In: 
far as possible, they are seasonable—ice picks a: ; 
screens in summer and skees and sleds in winter. 

“The settled belief of this particular hardware fir); 

is that, in this community, at all events, there is a t: 
mendous latent demand for popular priced things : 
hardware. And my own conviction is that this is al 
true of every other locality of any consequence. fF 
the man who doesn’t use finishing nails ever; the man 
who thinks he’s doing fairly well, if he hits a hal: 
grown nail, say one time out of three; for the man 
who doesn’t drive many nails anyhow, and is rather 
glad he doesn’t—they have a ten or a fifteen cen: 
hammer. I don’t recall the exact figures, but the price 
is decidedly popular; and the hammer—well, it’s al! 
right for occasional, plain driving, but isn’t recom 
mended for heavy, fancy driving. Now some hard 
ware dealers would think it immoral, perhaps, to sel! 
anything short of a mechanic’s hammer at $1.25. But 
you can sell a whole lot more 25-cent hammers in mos: 
any fairly husky community than you can mechanics 
hammers at $1.25; and in so doing it is doubtful if you 
actually kill any possible sales of the higher grade 
article. 
“If the promptings of mechanical genius are strong 
in a person, he isn’t going to be satisfied for long with 
a cast iron hammer. People who really have skill in 
the use of tools very soon learn what to call for when 
buying tools; and they know good tools everywhere 
and always command better prices. But you needn't 
think you are going to scare these discriminating buy- 
ers off and get them sore on you because you carry 
popular priced tools as well as the higher grade, higher 
priced kind. The expert tool-user would like for you 
to sow the country-side to cheap tools. He’d be fair 
tickled if you’d sell his friends and neighbors and bor- 
rowing acquaintances all the saws and hammers and 
jack-planes you can, and he doesn’t care a pickle how 
popular priced they are—just so they don’t borrow his 
tools and kink his saws and nick his planes. 

“Everybody admits hardware isn’t.as attractive as 
some other lines. 

“Personality—commodities—including wearing ap- 
parel of all sorts—have a personal interest growing 
out of the style element that enters into them. Thus 
dealers in those lines have a source of appeal to the 
popular mind that isn’t available to the hardware deal- 
er. He can’t advertise a new fall and winter jack- 
plane, neither can he go into picturesque ecstasies over 
a nifty ‘tango’ screw-driver and exploit it as the latest 
Parisian sensation. That wouldn’t do at all. 

“But there is such a thing as brightening up one’s 
lines even in hardware. Commodities, not in them- 
selves particularly interesting, can nevertheless be in- 
vested with a borrowed interest. The hardware dealer 
should master the trick of making prosaic, common- 
place things attractive and interesting, by putting them 
alongside those things that do possess attractive and 
interesting features.

REVOLVER LEGISLATION, ITS FAULTS AND 
THEIR CORRECTION. 





The following is an article which was printed in 
the form of a two page circular and mailed to dealers 
by the Fred Biffar & Company, 180 North Dearborn 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. Revolver legislation has and 
is at present of vital interest to every hardware man 
in the country and those who have kept pace with 
recent enactments and amendments are aware of the 
injustice of steps being taken along this line. The 
harm being done and the means of correcting same 
are herewith clearly explained: 

Mr. Dealer: It will be to your interest to read this. 

Would you send an army, without fire arms, to fight 
an enemy? Would you send an unarmed law abiding 
citizen to fight a hold-up man, burglar or lawless 
character? If not then read the following concerning 
revolver legislation : 

Every little while some state legislature or some 
city council presents an ordinance regulating the sale 
of fire arms, thinking such regulation will stop crime. 

In every instance it doesn’t accomplish the purpose 
sought. 

Many of these laws and ordinances have only the 
effect of stopping the sale of fire arms in legitimate 
channels, or, in other words, business houses lose legit- 
imate business on account of such laws. 

The second amendment of the Constitution of the 
United States reads as follows: 

“A well regulated militia, being necessary to the 
security of a free state, the right of the people to keep 
and bear arms, shall not be infringed.” 

This is plain English language and understood by 
people who read English and there should be no ques- 
tion as to what it does mean. 

The right to “keep and bear arms” carries with it 
the right to buy them and any law contrary to the Sec- 
ond Amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States is unconstitutional. 

When the Constitution was made it was made by 
our grandfathers and was originally the result of op- 
pressive English laws (see the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence), which is well understood by nearly all 
American citizens, therefore there can be no question 
as to the meaning of the second amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States. 

We, merchants, believe the legislature may have 
the right to regulate the carrying of fire arms, on the 
person, but not the right to regulate the sale of the 
same, and all reputable dealers are willing to have the 
carrying of fire arms regulated, but law-abiding citi- 
zens of the United States should have the right to pur- 
chase a fire arm to protect home, family, life, property 
and liberty in the same manner as an adversary who is 
liable to attack him. For example, if an adversary at- 
tacks a private citizen with a revolver, the private citi- 
zen should have the right to defend himself with a 
fire arm. 

All American citizens are born equal and_ should 
have equal privileges and should have the right to pro- 
tect themselves against lawless characters. 

The Constitution of the State of Colorado embodies 
the second amendment of the Constitution of the 
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United States and this was made exceptionally strong 
because when Colorado was admitted into the Union 
there were a lot of bad men, undesirable characters, 
cattle thieves, etc., in that state and the Constitution 
was made particularly strong for the peaceable and 
law-abiding settlers to protect themselves against such 
men. 

Regulating the sale of fire arms has been litigated 
in the courts a number of times and the cases were 
always won by dealers when taken into court. 

Some time ago the city of Denver passed an ordi- 
nance that revolvers with barrels shorter than 12 
inches could not be displayed in the show windows. 

The attorney for the dealers argued in court that the 
Constitution of the State of Colorado allowed a man 
to carry arms in protection of his personal property, 
home and family and also, when called on by the Gov- 
ernment in time of war and in this event a man has a 
right to buy fire arms, and in order to buy them the 
merchant must display them. 

He also argued that it was an unreasonable ordi- 
nance because it let them display revolvers with a 
barrel 12 inches or longer and that there were no 
revolvers used by men for protection with barrels 
as long as that,-and none could be found in the pos- 
session of the police department, army or navy, and 
that such pistols were very scarce and used only for 
target practice. 

The city of Denver did not appeal the case, but let 
the matter rest. 

We contend that if all the fire arms were put into a 
furnace and destroyed, it would not be two weeks be- 
fore burglars, hold-up men or lawless characters would 
have fire arms, thus putting the law-abiding citizen at 
a disadvantage. 

No legitimate dealer sells burglar tools, but burg- 
lars have them and use them, which is evidence that 
they cannot be prevented from securing implements 
necessary to their lawless trade. 

All laws which are unreasonable, whether they re- 
fer to revolvers or wagons, are void and will be so 
pronounced if taken into the courts, since our Govern- 
ment is a Government of the people, by the people, and 
for the people. 

We contend that the firme arms business is a legiti- 
mate business and has been so for hundreds of years 
and we further contend that crime existed before the 
advent of fire arms and crime will always exist to the 
end of the world and crime is a condition chiefly pe- 
culiar to large cities. 

If a man makes up his mind to kill another and he 
cannot obtain a fire arm, he will use some other 
weapon. 

People have been killed with hammers, axes, poison, 
gas, strangled with wire, and further, people are killed 
by automobiles, electric cars, steam roads, falling from 
buildings, jumping from buildings and many other 
ways. 

If electric roads kill people, shall we stop running 
electric cars, if steam roads kill people, shall we stop 
running railroad trains, if jumping from the tall build- 
ings kills people, shall we stop putting up tall buildings? 

The State of New York about a year ago enacted a 
very drastic fire arms law, known as the Sullivan law. 
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This law was intended to stop crime, and statistics 
show that there has been more crime in that state than 
ever. Crime conditions even got so bad that enterpris- 
ing concerns in New York are issuing insurance poli- 
cies against loss by hold-ups, etc., or what is known as 
hold-up insurance. The presidents of seven burglar 
insurance companies have petitioned the state legisla- 
ture to repeal the Sullivan law. 

We have always found that when we take this mat- 
ter up with legislators and present the proposition to 
them properly as presented here, legislators as a rule, 
are reasonable. 

One of the mistakes which dealers make is this: 
They regard Government officials as being the entire 
Government when, as a matter of fact, all the people 
of the United States constitute our Government and 
the officials are men elected by the people, to serve the 
people’s best interest. 

Reputable merchants would like a law passed with 
a heavy penalty for lawless characters when caught 
in the act of burglary, hold-up, or committing a felony, 
etc., if a revolver or pistol is found on them while 
committing such acts. We think this would do more 
to prevent crime than anything we know. 

We think it is not intended that we elect men to the 
legislature, city council and national Government to 
make laws to put legitimate dealers out of business. 

The fire arms used by lawless characters is very, 
very small, in percentage, ds compared to those sold to 
law-abiding citizens; probably less than one-tenth of 
one percent are procured by lawless characters.

JUDICE EXISTS. 


According to E. N. Hurley, who is vice-president 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association and spe- 
cial agent of the department of commerce, great op- 
portunities await the American business man who 
ventures into South American fields with products for 
which a demand exists. 

Mr. Hurley reached New Orleans recently, after a 
four months’ trip through the Barbados, Brazil, 
Uruguay, Argentine, Chile, Peru and Panama. All 
American manufacturing and exporting cities can de- 
velop a big South American trade, Mr. Hurley be- 
lieves. 

“That,” he said, “is particularly true of Chicago, 
which already is largely interested there in the devel- 
opment work which such pioneers as the packing 
houses and the International Harvester Company have 
done.” 

According to Mr. Hurley, Rio de Janeiro branches 
of the four big Chicago packing houses kill more beef 
cattle in a day than does Chicago. 

Mr. Hurley found no sentiment against Americans 
or American-made goods in South America. 

“The feeling there is most kindly to us,” he said. 
‘All we have to do is to go after the business.” 

“Argentina,” he says, “is destined to furnish a 
great part of the beef supply consumed in the United 
States.”

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INTERESTING LETTER FROM FRED E. 
MUZZY. 





‘red E. Muzzy, well known in the trade from his 
ong connection with the Simmons Hardware Company 
of St. Louis, Missouri, and later with the J. Stevens 
\rms & Tool Company, Chicopee Falls, Massachu- 
-etts, writes the following letter from the Orient, which 
should prove of interest to our readers: 

‘Business in the Philippines is now practically at a 
standstill,” writes Mr. Muzzy, ‘‘and this great depres- 
sion is attributed to the reports received from the 
United States encouraging the belief that independence 
for the islands is near at hand. Business men every- 
where are complaining of conditions in the Philippines 
and even the insular government is feeling the brunt 
of depression. At Baguio, the summer capital, a num- 
ber of government mules were advertised for sale. 
These mules had been purchased a short time before 
at $200 each, but with no construction being done, 
there was no present demand for them and the con- 
sensus of opinion was that they would not bring $75 
cach, $50 being the expected price. 

“To me it seems almost a crime to agitate in the 
United States for independence for the islands. A 
large majority of the Filipinos who are able to pass 
on the question of independence and go per cent of the 
business men do not want it. It is always said that 
the United States does not want colonies, but it has 
on its hands now 8,000,000 people whom it is in 
honor bound to protect as they are a dependent peo- 
ple and not one-tenth of them know what self-govern- 
ment means. To turn them loose in the immediate 
future would mean a repetition of the present Mex- 
ican situation. Manila residents say this would please 
Japan, for Japan would gladly seize the islands and, 
because of their wonderful undeveloped resources, 
could float large quantities of bonds with which to 
replenish her depleted treasury. 

PHILIPPINES INVESTORS. 

“Millions of dollars are waiting for investment in 
the Philippines if the country could be assured of a 
stable government for some time to come, but the 
investors realize that if independence is granted their 
capital will have no security. One large importer said 
to me that there were only two nationalities who had 
any reason to invest a dollar in the Philippines, the 
Englishman, because England protected her subjects, 
and the Spaniards, because Spain had known the 
Philippines for three hundred years. 

“A Russian official who made the trip from Manilla 
to Hongkong with me said he was astonished at the 
wonderful progress made in the Philippines during 
the past fifteen years under the control of the United 
States, but was even more astounded at the attitude 
of the United States Congress and reports that come 
from the United States as to the future action Con- 
gress proposes to take regarding the Philippines. 

“Giving the Filipinos their independence now is 
just as reasonable as it would have been to give the 
Indians all the territory West of the Mississippi and 
turn them adrift, say, two hundred years after our 
forefathers landed on Plymouth Rock. Or it would 
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have been equally reasonable to give the negroes all 
the ruling power south of the Mason and Dixon line 
immediately after the Civil War. The Filipinos need 
today, not advice, but management and control such 
as has been given to them for the past fifteen years. 
On the whole, they are satisfied with this and would 
continue to be so if not stirred up by political agi- 
tators whose only object is to gain political honors. 
In the United States few Filipinos are seen and most 
of those are of the educated class and are capable of 
self government, but what of the other 7,999,000? 


HARRISON’S POLICIES. 


“I did not hear anyone speak of Governor Harri- 
son personally but with respect, but his policies were 
universally condemned. In fact, of the hundreds I 
talked with only two or three favored his policies, and 
all of these were political appointees subject to his 
dismissal? I am not talking from any personal inter- 
est as I am not interested in the Philippines either 
financially or politically, nor have I any relatives or 
intimate friends so interested. Neither do I pose as 
an authority on Philippine conditions, but my stay 
there fully convinced me that the Philippine policy 
of the present administration is very bad for the 
Philippines.” 

Commenting on the interview given by Hon. Manuel 
L. Quezon in the Japan Advertiser of December 14, 
Mr. Muzzy said Mr. Quezon’s statements must have 
been made after a banquet and the wine had evidently 
blurred his mental vision. 

Mr. Muzzy will return shortly to the United States

The firepot is made in two pieces, deeply corru- 
gated to allow for expansion and contraction and is 
nearly vertical. It is stated that with this construction 
ashes or coal cannot lodge on the sides. A slotted 
firepot which allows for expansion and contraction 
on the inside of the firepot, will be furnished if 
desired. 

Unless otherwise specified, the Apex Warm Air Fur- 
nace is equipped with a triangular grate. A slight 
right and left movement is all that is required to clean 
the grate. A dumping and shaking grate will be fur- 
nished if desired.

NEW AIR BLAST FIRE POT. 








A long-felt want has been filled, according to the 
American Furnace Company, 2725-27-29-31 Morgan 
Street, St. Louis, Missouri, in the construction of the 
New Air Blast Fire Pot of the American furnaces.

RECOMMENDS HOT WATER SYSTEM.

In regard to Mr. J. F. Tiffany’s problem, I would 
like to say the following: We have a hall here of 
-6 feet long and 40 feet wide, and heated very unsatis- 
factorily by a furnace. 

The building is steel-sided and has a south entrance, 
with two sets of double doors. The furnace is under 
the stage and has two hot air outlets of 24-inch diam- 
eter, both being placed as wall registers in front of 
the stage. The cold air duct runs from the double 
doors to furnace. No fan is used in the system. 

The building as a whole is the most uncomfortably 
heated place I ever was in. The heat hangs back near 
the stage, making this part of the place too warm, 
while the other end at the same time is too cold. There 
seems to be too much cold air coming in through the 
doors to give the warm air a chance to get there. 

A similar building exactly one block south from the 
one in question is successfully heated by a hot water 
system. 

If Mr. Tiffany wants to use a furnace in the pro- 
posed building, I-hope he may find from this failure 
what NOT to do.

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U. S. COMMERCE BODY VITALLY IMPOR- 
TANT. 





About two years ago there was held in Washington 
a meeting of representative business men to consider 
the advisability of forming a National Chamber of 
Commerce. The meeting had been called by the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor, with the approval of the 
President of the United States. The attendance was 
so large and so representative that all questions as to 
the timeliness of the call were at once answered. This 
meeting resulted in a definite organization, with Mr. 
Harry A. Wheeler of Chicago as its first president. 
It would hardly be true to say that the organization 
was called into life at this time, because, like all en- 
terprises of consequence, it was not the creation of a 
day nor the suggestion of one man. 

Even before the constitution of the United States 
was adopted, Pelatiah Webster had advocated a Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, and while Alexander 
Hamilton, as Secretary of the Treasury, did not in 
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terms recommend such an organization, his report on 
industry and commerce, made in 1790, is devoted to a 
consideration of the relations that ought to exist be- 
tween a national government and successful develop- 
ment of commerce and industry. When it is remem- 
bered that this is the one report made by Hamilton as 
Secretary of the Treasury which was never acted upon, 
we find a ready explanation for the conditions which 
in later years came to plague us. The entire absence 
of restraint and regulation encouraged individualism 
to an abnormal extent, and when the reaction came it 
was violent, and the interests concerned are now pay- 
ing a heavy penalty. 

It is admitted on all hands that the time has come 
for the establishment of wholesome relations, embrac- 
ing necessary control without needless restraint. No 
one questions that the problem is pressing, and that it 
is of first importance to arrive at a conclusion which 
may be both prompt and wise. In the consideration 
of such problems, nothing is more obvious than that 
there must be consultation with those forces which 
are charged with the development of our foreign and 
domestic trade. Instead of the specialized legislation 
from which we have suffered in the past, we need 
common regulation under which all trade may thrive; 
but these regulations will never be workable if they 
are made solely and exclusively by men who are inex- 
perienced in the trades that are to be affected. 

In foreign countries commerce and industry is rep- 
resented officially through their Board of Trade. We 
have no provision for so close a relation, but there is 
the more reason for accomplishing a similar result by 
methods of our own. The establishmént of this much 
needed relation between the executive and legislative 
branches of government and the commercial and indus- 
trial activities of our whole country is the controlling 
purpose of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, which was organized two years ago, and which 
has made most remarkable headway ever since. 

Its membership consists of about 550 commercial or- 
ganizations, who pay into the treasury a trifling per- 
centage calculated upon the basis of their general mem- 
bership dues. There are also individual memberships, 
consisting of persons, firms or corporations, who pay 
annual dues of $25. But these must qualify as mem- 
bers of constituent organizations. Generally speaking, 
the purpose is to serve the nation as a local Chamber 
of Commerce serves the community in which it is sit- 
uated, and one of the immediate influences is and 
should be to solidify all the organizations of any par- 
ticular locality. Furthermore, decisions are not made 
by boards, but questions impartially stated are referred 
for the expression of opinion to the entire member- 
ship of the Chamber of Commerce, so that the actual 
sentiment and opinion of every part of the country is 
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The silence of a friend commonly amounts to 
treachery. His not daring to say anything in our be- 
half implies a tacit censure.—Hazlitt.

MONARCH METAL MANUFACTURING COM- 
PANY CHANGES LOCATION. 


It was learned recently that the Monarch Metal 
Manufacturing Company, Kansas City, Missouri, will 
move their plant to Canton, Ohio, and will erect an 
entirely new building on a four-acre site which they 
have purchased in the latter city. The location was 
secured through the medium of the Canton Board of 
Trade, which gave the company a $15,000 bonus. The 
new plant will occupy a space of 80 by 460 feet. The

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PROBLEM OF CEILING CONSTRUCTION IN 
NEW JEFFERSON THEATER BUILDING 
IS SOLVED. 





Contractors, engineers and architects engaged in the 
construction of big buildings are obliged to confront 
and solve many knotty problems in the 
course of their work, especially when 
they must comply with the stringent 
building laws, which are enforced in 
nearly all large cities. One of the most 
difficult of these problems, and one which 
for a time threatened to baffle those in 
charge of the construction work, arose 
during the erection of the new Jefferson 
Theater building in Philadelphia, a struc- 
ture. which at present is now being com- 
pleted. The building laws of the Quaker 
City are extremely severe and one of 
them insists that the structural steel used 
in theater buildings and others of such 
size shal! be protected with three inches 
of concrete. 

In most cases this law has been com- 
plied with by constructing the ceiling, 
which hangs below the structural steel 
work of the roof, of a 3-inch concrete 


slab. This slab can be made with ordi- ——E 


nary wood-forms and reinforcement of 
steel rods or expanded metal. In the 
Jefferson Theater building, however, the 
extreme height of the auditorium prac- 
tically made this type of construction im- 
possible, because of the heavy expense 
and extreme inconvenience. What type 
of construction to use and yet comply 
with the building laws of Philadelphia 
was the problem which had to be solved. 
However, after the bureau of building 
inspection had investigated various types 
of self-centering materials, they approved 
1-inch No. 26 gauge Rib-Trus plates, 
made by the Berger Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Canton, Ohio. These Rib-Trus 
plates were used for all spans not exceed- 
ing three feet. The construction called for 
plates resting on the flanges of angles or 
‘Tl’, which were bolted to the chord of 
trusses or other main bearings. Three inches of cinder 
concrete was placed over the Rib-Trus plates and the 
bottom of the plates were plastered to form the fin- 
ished ceiling. The illustrations show the ceiling, type 
of construction and Rib-Trus plates. 

The materials which are incorporated in the con- 
struction of such buildings as the Jefferson Theater 
must be absolutely of the highest quality and must 
pass the rigid tests of the bureau of building inspec- 
tion with a perfect average. The erection of the Jef- 
ferson Theater building has been an unusually inter 
esting process and has been watched by leading archi- 


tects and contractors.

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WEEKLY REPORT 
OF TRADE AND THE MARKETS 








SEASONABLE GOODS. 

The Spring season opened up very favorably for the 
various hardware commodities used in home and gar- 
den—such as spades, spading forks, rakes, hoes, wire 
netting, wire cloth, paints and varnishes. 

Dealers express themselves as highly gratified with 
the volume of business done to date. 

No change in prices has taken place, despite the un- 
usually strong demand for the articles mentioned. 

On the other hand, the builder’s end of the business 
is noticeably sluggish, obviously because of the fact 
that comparatively little building is going on. 

No change is expected in present conditions, at least 
within the near future. 

The remarkable feature in connection with the pres- 
ent movement of seasonable hardware goods is that a 
very large percentage of the consumers are doing their 
own work. 

This, however, is not difficult to understand when 
you stop to consider that large numbers of men are 
now unemployed. 

STEEL. 

The demand for bars, plates and shapes is fair, 
while tubular goods and sheets are showing something 
more of activity. Tin plate has firmed up consider- 
ably under very encouraging demand. 

The wire market is sadly in need of a stimulant. 

If we survey the steel marekt as a whole it will 
have to be said that no distinct or decisive change for 
the better has been noted during the past week, al- 
though it is true that here and there over the country, 
that is to say in local spots, some slight improvement, 
in the nature of what can hardly be termed more than 
a fluctuation, has been noted. 

This, however, does not reflect the complexion of 
the national market as an entirety, but it is quite with- 
in the realm of possibility that these slight local mani- 
festations may be the fore-runners of a general and 
national movement. 

The week under review has been remarkable for the 
frequency of declines. 

At the present writing the Pittsburgh market is not 
a little worried over the question as to whether or not 
plates, bars and shapes are to go below 1.15c. 

This price is as low as bars and places can reason- 
ably be expected to go at this time, while it is some- 
what lower than the price of shapes on a normal 


market. 

It will be recalled that in the decline of last year 
which resulted, after many days, in the buying move- 
ment which is still fresh in the memory of those con- 
versant with the markets, these three products never 
reached a point below 1.15c. 

It is well known in the trade that lower prices than 


this, such as those at which sales were made two years 
ago, resulted in little or no profit to the mills. 

Furthermore, it must be borne in mind that the cost 
of production has in the meantime increased. 

For instance, more than 1.00 a ton has been tacked 
on to the price of production by the wage increase of 
February 1, 1913. 

The disposition of the producers is distinctly of a 
stand pat nature on this same subject of price. 

They argue that any further reduction in the price 
of their products must result in loss to them; in a loss 
of what they consider no more than a fair profit, and 
that if some further reduction must come about it will 
have to be as a result of a reduction in the wages of 
the workers. 

This same point was the subject of discussion some 
days ago; but the general sentiment seems to be in fa- 
vor of avoiding a reduction in wages. 

Whether or not this step shall ultimately be taken 
will not be decided definitely before July 1. It is 
claimed by various Eastern sources that the steel in- 
dustry is now reduced 50 per cent in its full possible 
operating capacity. 

Too much importance should not be attached to this 
statement, as it seems too wild, not to say pessimistic, 
to be Siven serious credence, 60 per cent would appear 
to be nearer the mark; indeed a number of important 
concerns are operating at 65 and 70 per cent—quite 
sufficient to over-balance the effect of smaller interests 
operating at something less than 50 per cent. 

Of course it will be readily understood that there is 
a wide divergence between the operating conditions 
and percentage of the various plants. 


TIN. 

The London market has suffered a decline of £2, 5s, 
this being the lowest figure quoted since January 5. 

No explanation has been forthcoming in the cable- 
grams from abroad beyond the fact that considerable 
depression has been noted, due to the understanding of 
the Europeans in the matter of trade in America, 
which is thought to be weak. 

In the New York market there is little interest be- 
ing shown. 

Perhaps the lowering of price may stimulate interest 
on the part of the consumers. 

However, this is yet to be seen. 

At the present writing the best features about tin 
are the low figure and the good consumption in market. 


COPPER. 

Inertia seems to be the dominant note of the domes- 
tic national copper market—due in the main to a rude 
jolt received during the week from across the water 
when Standard in London declined £1, 8s 9d to 
£64, 5s. 

The shock suffered on this market was all the more 





















pronounced in that it was the most unexpected thing 
at the time. 

For it is well known that much of the recent stimu- 
ius of the copper market in this country has been in- 
spired by the London willingness to buy at advanced 
prices. 
~ It is said in some quarters, as an explanation of the 
matter, that Europe has suddenly awakened to the fact 
that trade conditions are not what they might be in the 
United States at this time, and that buyers for this 
reason have decided to “proceed with caution.” 

There seems very little consistency to such a theory 
or opinion. 

What does seem more probable is that the heavy 
buying of American copper in the past had a very nat- 
ural result of stocking the foreign market to such a 
stage that a sudden realization was forced upon the 
buyers of their overstocked condition. 

The New York market in particular is showing a 
pronounced disposition to lethargy and more than 
likely it will be some time before it thoroughly re- 
covers its equipoise. 

For it should be understood that the entire copper 
situation has suffered from this blow. 

Incredible as.it may seem, the large American ex- 
port interests failed utterly to protect themselves on 
the London market by means of supporting orders, 
when the bolt fell. 

Had they done so, confidence would have been sus- 
tained. 


SPELTER. 

The spelter market has not developed any appre- 
ciable strength during the week under review, in fact 
its tendency has been distinctly one of weakness. 

In substantiation of this it may be pointed out that 
some producing interests have developed within the 
last few days an eagerness to sell future deliveries and 
in order to accomplish this, are not hesitating to cut 
prices. 

This is particularly true of the New York market. 

Some are asking 5.12%4 for prompt and 5.15 to 5.20 
for May, June and July, a fair amount of business 
has been done at 5.05 for April, 5.07% for May and 
June and 5.10 for July—all F. O. B. East St. Louis 
basis. 

The reason for this lack of firmness in the spelter 
market is said to be found in the poor accounts now 
coming in from the iron and steel trade. 

The present low prices and a general lack of profit 
now apparent in the producing end constitutes the 
tavorable features at the present time. 

And yet if conditions are destined to grow worse in- 
stead of better it is doubtful that any one will derive 
benefit from these same features.

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LEAD. 

Through sympathy with the other metal markets 
which have been showing something of weakness in 
the course of the past week, the firm tone which has 
latterly characterized the lead market has undergone 
a perceptible change. 

Not, however, that prices lowered on the product, 
for they are still practically the same as last week; 
but the pulse of the market may be more correctly 
sensed in the fact that holders are showing an eager- 
ness to sell, which in some instances is a radical change 
from their recent demeanor.

PIG IRON. 

There is very little inquiry and perhaps less buying 
at Chicago. This is a peculiar situation inasmuch as 
the pig iron market still remains firm in price. 

Usually in such a situation as this furnace men 
would evince some anxiety as to the matter of tonnage 
for second half. At the present time, however, that 
are showing no interest whatever on the subject of 
contracts beyond July 1, and are even going so far as 
to discourage inquirers from taking on contracts. Fu- 
ture delivery quotations are running along at 50c to 
75c, both spot prices. 

The business being done on this basis is exceedingly 
small. 

Southern iron is very dull. 

Purchases at this time are rarely exceeding carloads 
or hundred ten prices. 

The New York pig iron market is showing up very 
poorly—more so, in fact, than for several weeks, this 
market is characterized at the present time by a tone 
distinctly week. 

There is very little inquiry and buyers are showing 
a disposition to hold aloof. 


Matthew Addy & Company’s market report, April 
18, 1914, says: 

There is nothing to brag about in the current iron trade, 
although it is true there has been more doing this week than 
last. 

A railroad that maintains its own shops has bought 
upwards of fifteen hundred tons. 

A similar quantity has been purchased by a maker of 
bath tubs and there has been a fair scattering of small 
orders, mostly carload lots. 

As compared with the deadly dullness of last week, this 
is an improvement. Little by little things seem to be pick- 
ing up, but the case is none the less serious. 

It is a drealful thing to contemplate a great industry that 
for some mysterious cause suddenly is reduced to a thirty or 
forty per cent basis of activity. 

It means idle men, a loss of capital possibilities, and its 
general effect is felt throughout the whole business world. 
Since the first of March this state of affairs has been in 
evidence, and there has never been in the history of the trade 
any depression quite so sudden as this. 

When January opened everyone predicted that this was 
going to be a good year in the iron trade. 

It looked that way for a few weeks and then new busi- 
ness ceased; things seemed to freeze up; and the whole 
trade now is wondering exactly what caused it and how long 
it can last. Of course the country needs iron—the world has 
to go on, and it is this hope than animates the iron trade now.
